REPORT  OF  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 

Team  Work  Will  Do  The  Job 
Team  work  has  won  victories  from  time  immemorial — for 
families,  towns,  cities,  states  and  nations.  Team  work  is  due 
highest  form  and  most  democratic  example  of  cooperation.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PENACOOK  AND  BOSCAWEN 
WATER  COMMISSIONERS 


It  is  our  sincere  desire  that  every  voter  in  the  Penacook- 
Boscawen  Water  Precinct  will  read  this  statement  and  give 
it  his  or  her  most  serious  consideration. 

This  annual  meeting  of  the  precinct  for  1953,  is,  per- 
haps, the  most  important  since  its  establishment  over  sixty- 
years  ago. 

Let  us  review  a  little.  In  the  last  few  years  we  have  in- 
stalled a  pumping  station,  a  chlorinating  pit,  erected  a 
300,00  gal.  tank  in  Penacook,  repaired  the  many  costly  leaks 
in  the  water  main  near  the  big  cut,  relaid  over  6,000  feet  of 
mains  where  maintenance  costs  were  excessive,  replaced  sev- 
eral hydrants,  installed  many  new  copper  services  and  have 
purchased  fifty  meters,  a  part  of  which  have  been  installed. 
This  indicates  that  substantial  progress  has  been  made,  but 
we  wonder  how  many  realize  that  we  still  have  nearly  30,000 
feet  of  old  wooden  mains  still  in  service  which  will  be  a  con- 
stant source  of  expense  to  maintain  until  replaced. 

Through  no  fault  of  the  precinct  we  lost  over  22%  of 
the  taxable  property  as  a  result  of  the  closing  of  the  Harris, 
Emery  Mills.  The  precinct  officers  had  hoped  to  reduce  the 
precinct  tax  a  little  bit  each  year,  but  this  shrinkage  in  valu- 
ation forced  an  increase  of  16%  in  our  1952  rate. 

The  outlook  for  the  next  few  years  is  for  high  precinct 
taxes  and  high  water  rentals,  but  if  everyone  understands 
the  problems  and  does  his  part  willingly  and  ungrudgingly, 
we  can  slowly  but  surely  transform  our  system  of  worn  out 
mains  with  new  ones  that  will  be  good  for  many  years  to 
come,  with  very  little  upkeep,  once  the  change  is  made.  This 
will  necessitate  heavy  long  term  borrowing  and  at  a  higher 
rate  of  interest  than  we  have  enjoyed  on  recent  loans. 

We  would  like  to  quote  from  the  report  of  the  advisory 
committee  submitted  to  the  annual  meeting  on   March   30, 
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1950,  where  the  question  is  raised  "if  the  precinct  wants  an 
adequate,  safe,  pure  water  supply"  and  it  goes  on  to  say, 
"If  the  answer  is  no,  we  need  not  expend  any  money,  if  the 
answer  is  yes  we  have  got  to  pay  the  bill  regardless  of  size." 

This  is  the  discouraging  side  of  the  picture,  but  there  are 
some  factors  which  will  work  out  to  the  precinct's  advantage. 
Among  these  is  the  fact  that  the  Harris,  Emery  Mills  are 
being  prepared  for  new  activities  and  may  become  a  large 
user  of  our  water  and  will  gradually  restore,  partially  at 
least,  the  taxable  valuation  which  we  recently  lost.  Our 
town  is  growing  and  a  considerable  number  of  new  buildings 
are  being  built  each  year  and  every  new  customer  helps,  to 
some  extent,  in  carrying  the  tax  load. 

When  the  mains  are  replaced  we  will  be  given  concessions 
in  our  insurance  rates,  while  at  the  present  time  we  are 
being  penalized  because  of  the  general  condition  of  such  a 
large  part  of  our  mains.  The  Penacook  end  of  our  town, 
as  far  north  as  Walter  Marshall's,  is  paying  an  increase  in 
insurance  rates,  effective  last  summer. 

The  action  taken  at  this  meeting  will  determine  whether 
or  not  we  continue  our  program  of  gradually  developing  a 
system  which  will  eventually  meet  all  our  own  requirements, 
as  well  as  the  requirements  of  the  Board  of  Underwriters, 
State  Board  of  Health  and  the  Public  Utilities  Commission.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  NURSE 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

The  opening  of  schools  in  September  found  several  changes 
in  the  Boscawen  School  District.  The  School  Board,  after 
much  thought,  decided  that  by  closing  the  Water  Street 
School  and  the  rearranging  of  the  class  rooms,  that  a  con- 
solidated program  would  benefit  all. 

In  May  1952,  one  week  was  set  aside  for  registration  of 
all  first  graders.  Parents  and  children  alike  were  greeted 
by  Mrs.  Olsen  and  the  School  Nurse.  Records  were  taken 
and  health  problems  were  discussed. 

The  Nurse  visited  all  classrooms  on  opening  day,  met  the 
new  teachers,  and  found  all  children  clean  and  ready  to  be- 
gin the  year's  work. 

Vaccinations  were  postponed  until  December,  in  com- 
pliance with  the  State  Board  of  Health,  but  at  the  present 
time  all  are  now  eligible  to  attend  school. 

In  October  all  pupils  were  weighed  and  measured  by  the 
Nurse,  all  defects  were  recorded,  and  notices  sent  to  parents 
and  follow-up  work  continues  throughout  the  year.  The 
Massachusetts  vision  test  was  given  in  January,  and  plans 
are  underway  to  give  the  hearing  test  when  the  Audiometer 
is  available. 

Attendance  has  been  good,  but  an  epidemic  of  measles 
and  chicken-pox  following  Christmas  vacation  caused  many 
absentees.  The  majority  of  these  pupils  have  now  returned 
to  the  classrooms. 

The  hot  lunch  programs  are  a  great  asset  to  the  health  of 
our  boys  and  girls  and  much  praise  should  be  given  to  the 
Mothers'  Club,  the  workers  and  all  who  have  helped  in  this 
program. 

The  Nurse  is  able  to  include  the  Main  Street  children  in 
the  dental   clinic.     However,   all   pupils    were   privileged   to 
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receive  the  fluorine  treatment  given  by  the  State  Board  of 
Health  Hygienist. 

Twelve  sick  children  have  been  transported  home,  two 
have  attended  the  Mental  Hygiene  clinic,  three  have  re- 
ceived aid  through  the  sight  conservation  program.  Eleven 
home  calls  were  made  to  the  sick  and  classrooms  were  visited 
as  often  as  possible. 

Much  progress  has  been  made  in  the  repairs  and  furnish- 
ings of  the  school  buildings,  showing  the  interest  of  school 
board  members  and  citizens  alike  in  the  education  of  our 
children. 

The  Nurse  welcomes  consultations  at  any  time  and  wishes 
to  thank  all  who  have  helped  in  our  school  health  program.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT 
OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  the  Boscawen  School 
District: 

I  am  pleased  to  submit  to  you  my  second  annual  report  of 
the  schools  in  Boscawen. 

Due  to  the  good  judgment  of  the  citizens  of  Boscawen 
the  unification  of  the  schools  began  with  the  closing  of  the 
Water  Street  School.  This  made  it  possible  to  consolidate 
the  system,  grade  the  schools,  reduce  the  cost  of  instruction 
and  increase  school  morale. 

These  effects  have  been  in  evidence  throughout  the  year. 
There  has  been  definite  improvement  in  instruction  due  to  the 
fact  that  each  teacher  has  had  only  one  grade  to  teach  and 
could,  therefore,  give  more  attention  to  each  individual  child. 
The  pupils  themselves  have  adjusted  nicely  to  the  changes 
and  have  profited  by  intermingling  with  each  other. 

The  adoption  of  a  salary  schedule  has  been  another  notable 
advance.  This  will  continue  to  encourage  teachers  to  re- 
main in  the  system,  motivate  them  to  greater  service,  give 
them  assurance  that  they  are  being  recognized  professionally 
and  thus  raise  the  level  of  educational  practice. 

The  cooperation  of  the  community  has  been  excellent. 
Its  interest  in  its  schools  has  been  clearly  shown  in  many  ways 
during  the  year  and  there  is  every  reason  to  hope  that  it 
will  continue  during  the  coming  years.  It  is  a  vital  factor 
in  the  educational  process. 

There  are,  however,  some  things  that  should  be  given  con- 
sideration if  Boscawen  is  to  be  forward-looking  in  its  con- 
cepts and  practices.  Education  is  a  primary  function  of  the 
state,  with  control  resting  in  the  hands  of  local  school  boards. 
All  policies  pertaining  to  schools  should  be  under  the  di- 
rection and  control  of  the  board  and  should  be  subject  to 
board  appraisal  and  approval  before  being  carried  out  in  the 
schools.     Any  variation  from  this  concept  is  not  good  prac- 
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tice.     This  fundamental  school  board  prerogative  is  always 
recognized  and  observed  in  good  school  systems. 

There  is  one  vital  need  for  Boscawen  to  consider  at  this 
time  as  it  plans  for  the  continual  growth  of  its  children,  and 
that  is  the  need  for  a  new  school  building.  This  is  not  a 
new  thought  for  the  citizens  of  this  community,  but  at  this 
time  it  is  of  compelling  importance. 

Census  figures  for  September  1952  show  some  facts  that 
have  direct  bearing  on  this  problem.  Note  the  number  of 
children  (and  there  is  every  likelihood  of  there  being  more 
rather  than  less  of  them  if  local  industries  expand)  listed  up 
to  age  of  14  years.  Then  ask  yourselves  this  question : 
where  shall  we  put  them  in  a  year  or  so  ?  They  must  attend 
school,  and  the  present  buildings  will  not  be  able  to  accom- 
modate them.

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Right  now  we  can  take  care  of  them  by  using  every  bit 
of  available  space  at  both  schools  for  classroom  purposes. 
This  but  a  stop-gap  for  the  present  moment.  The  problem 
is  acute  and  one  that  needs  immediate  attention  in  terms  of 
planning  for  the  emergency. 

Look  at  some  of  the  high  spots  in  the  figures  shown. 
There  are  40  1-year  olds  coming  along.  These  would  re- 
quire two  teachers  and  two  classrooms  where  now  one  of 
each  is  being  used.  Next,  look  at  the  number  of  5-year  olds 
in  the  district.  There  are  35.  Of  these  three  are  being 
cared  for  through  private  school  attendance.  That  leaves 
32 — a  maximum  for  any  first  grade  teacher  to  handle.  Also, 
the  11-year  old  group  of  44  children,  Z7  of  which  are  in  our 
public  schools,  is  a  very  large  class. 

Now  if  new  families  move  in,  there  must  of  necessity  be 
an  increase  in  the  number  of  children  of  elementary  school 
age  who  will  attend  public  school.  So  from  the  point  of 
view  of  numbers,  there  is  a  genuine  need  for  providing  hous- 
ing for  them. 

Another  factor  of  major  importance  is  the  condition  of 
your  present  buildings.  They  are  both  old  and  need  con- 
stant maintenance  to  make  them  usable.  The  rooms  in  them 
are  too  small  for  present  day  classrooms.  Modern  concepts 
in  education  require  larger  room  space  for  childen.  For  5 '  ■ 
hours  a  day  these  children  live  in  these  rooms.  They  should 
be  adequate  quarters  and  should  contain  the  best  possible 
equipment  for  use  of  both  child  and  teacher.  These  things 
cost  money  it  is  true,  but  they  are  essential  to  a  community 
who  wants  the  best  schools  for  its  children. 

Delaying  construction  could  also  mean  additional  increased 
cost  of  building.  Economy  is  often  secured  through  using 
good  judgment  in  when  to  build  school  houses.  Opposition 
to  a  program  of  construction  could  mean  greatly  increased 
expenditures  with  costs  rising  steadily  as  time  goes  by. 
When  construction  comes  with  too  little  planning  and  be- 
cause it  is  forced  upon  a  community,  it  generally   is   more 
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expensive.  Good  common  sense  can  save  people  money  in 
this  matter  of  building  schools.  When  to  build,  what  to 
build,  and  where  to  build  are  essential  questions  for  the 
people  to  consider  and  decide  upon. 

With  these  thoughts  in  mind,  and  with  the  welfare  of  the 
children  as  their  primary  factor  for  consideration,  the  citizens 
of  Boscawen  will,  I  am  sure,  give  serious  thought  to  the 
problem. 

It  is  my  understanding  that  there  has  already  been  some 
study  given  to  this  matter.  I  recommend  that  it  be  given 
more  study.  It  is  suggested  that  a  committee  of  six  mem- 
bers be  selected  at  this  district  meeting  to  work  with  the  local 
school  board  in  an  advisory  capacity  to  consider  the  construc- 
tion of  a  new  school  and  to  report  its  recommendations  at 
the  next  annual  meeting. 

Adequate  provision  for  the  education  of  its  children  is  one 
of  the  greatest  contributions  a  community  can  make.  The 
children  of  today  are  the  men  and  women  of  tomorrow.  Ed- 
ucational opportunities  for  them  now  offer  the  best  insurance 
for  their  continued  growth  and  development  which  may 
flower  in  achievement  that  will  bring  invaluable  returns  to 
the  local  community  in  later  years. 

I  want  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  good  citizens  of 
Boscawen,  to  the  loyal  teachers  of  the  schools  and  to  the 
local  school  board  for  its  help  and  inspiration  given  me  dur- 
ing the  past  year.  Without  it  my  work  is  futile  and  mean- 
ingless. With  it,  our  progress  in  developing  a  better  school 
system  is  assured.

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REPORT  OF  SUPVERVISOR  OF  MUSIC 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

In  my  first  report  that  dates  from  September  1952,  1  find 
the  condition  of  music  in  the  public  schools  of  Boscawen 
good. 

I  intend  to  set  up  an  outline  of  music  teaching  that  will 
include  all  the  necessary  requirements  for  each  grade.  Each 
teacher  will  then  know  what  rhythms,  intervals,  and  other 
music  theory  will  be  expected  to  be  taught  in  that  particular 
grade.  In  this  way  we  can  be  sure  that  none  of  the  ele- 
mentary factors  of  music  reading  will  be  unintentionally  left 
out  before  the  young  people  enter  the  junior  high  and  high 
school  grades. 

I  am  very  happy  to  state  that  when  the  instrumental  plan 
for  the  teaching  of  band  instruments  was  first  introduced, 
I  ran  into  a  great  deal  of  interest  and  enthusiasm.  To  en- 
courage this  enthusiasm  I  asked  that  a  demonstration  of 
band  instruments  be  held  before  all  the  children  from  the 
fourth  grade  to  the  eighth  grade.  A  demonstration  was 
thus  held  in  October  to  the  delight  of  all  the  students.  In- 
struments were  bought,  rented,  borrowed,  and  brought  out 
of  moth  balls  in  this  drive. 

Competent  instrumental  teachers  were  selected  by  the 
Supervisor  of  Music  to  teach  these  young  people.  There 
are  Mr.  Raymond  Ladieu,  teacher  of  brass  instruments ;  Mr. 
Thomas  Freeman,  teacher  of  drum ;  Mr.  Harry  Surabian, 
Jr.,  teacher  of  woodwind  instruments.  Private  and  class 
lessons  on  musical  instruments  began  shortly  after  the  dem- 
onstration. 

The  purpose  of  the  instrumental  program  was  to  give  an 
opportunity  to  the  students  to  learn  to  play  a  musical  in- 
strument at  a  nominal  fee  for  a  lesson  without  having  to 
go  far  distances  elsewhere  for  the  same  musical  education. 
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Our  aim  is  to  train  these  people  to  play  well  enough  to  play 
in  a  hand  when  they  reach  high  school  age. 

Just  hefore  the  Thanksgiving  holiday  1  called  for  the  first 
meeting  of  all  these  people  together  to  form  an  elementary 
band.  At  present,  there  are  some  thirteen  boys  and  girls 
from  Boscawen  taking  part  in  this  hand  at  Penacook. 

A  rythm  band  has  been  formed  in  the  third  grade  and 
will  work  with  the  symphonet  band  that  is  in  the  fourth 
grade. 

The  sixth,  seventh,  and  eighth  grades  assisted  by  die  fourth 
grade  symphonet  band  put  on  a  very  well-liked  Christmas 
Candlelight  Service  in  the  Town  Hall.  An  equally  delight- 
ful production  was  the  Minstrel  Show  put  on  earlier  in  the 
Town  Hall. 

There  is  need  for  pianos  in  our  school  rooms  and  also 
maintenance  of  the  ones  we  have  now.  I  recommend  thai 
new  music  books  be  given  the  sixth  grade,  the  ones  in  use 
now  are  not  of  sixth  grade  material. 

I  have  purchased  a  tape  recorder  of  my  own  which  I  in- 
tend to  use  in  the  schools.  This  instrument  has  a  great  num- 
ber of  uses,  mainly  it  will  be  used  to  correct  faults  in  sing- 
ing groups. 

I  would  like  to  thank  you,  Mr.  Hounsell,  and  all  the  other 
teachers  here  for  making  my  first  vear  at  Boscawen  a  very 
enjoyable  and  educational  one.
